* The=Menlo Park School District administration last 
week produced a memo in which plans were detailed for 
setting up “non-graded” primary grade programs, and de- 
partmentalized upper grade programs, in the schools. 

The district’s board promptly endorsed the proposals. 

But everybody agreed that what must be done to get 
acceptance of such a re-deployment of teachers in order 
to make the most efficient use of their time and that of the 
“istrict’s children was to “educate” the adults of the district 

tothe advantages of such classroom organization. 

» We can spot several groups who will be dubious as to 

the merits of non-graded classes and departmentalization. 

* For one, there’s the group of parents who like to brag 

about their childrens’ speedy progress through the grades. 

Thue, a given youngster may learn more, better, by taking 

aélittle longer to go from first to fourth grade level than 

some other child who is more mature or who has a special 
knack in some specific subject. But this won't mollify the 
parents who are bemused by speed in the educational pro- 

Coss. 

«= Then, there are the stand-patters. These need not 
necessarily be parents. But things have been going well in 
tlie Menlo Park School District for many years and. they 
may see little reason for changing them. 

* There are the emotional types who will run down the 
departmentalization program on the basis that “the district 
is’ trying to establish a ‘junior high’ system, such as was 
rejected by the voters in 1956.” 

© There are the educational dinosaurs who will come 
férth with the expert opinion —nay, certainty — that any 
good teacher can know all there is to know about all the 
subjects that can be covered at any grade level and teach 
them with enthusiasm and effectiveness to all children. 

There are those who try honestly to understand what's 
gaing on but who, because of innate conservatism, resist 
change regardless of direction. 

“Actually, departmentalized classes are not new; they've 
been used in many places for many years — since that time 
when educators first began to realize that the world is get- 
ting so complicated and the body of knowledge so vast and 
techniques of teaching so refined that specialists were 
needed. 

-Non-graded primary classes are not new, cither, but 
they've been called different things in different places. The 
setting up of three or four “reading groups” in primary 
grade classrooms, witlr membership based on_ relative 
ability, is pretty close to it and this has been done here for 
a long time. 

' Finally, it should be pointed out that the district has 
hired a superintendent on the basis that he has a good 
knowledge of his field and is interested in secing that young- 
sters get the best possible education. 

We like his positive approach. 
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Punishment Should Be 
Appropriate to Crime 


> Last weck, the Recorder reported on some of the 
recommendations of a committee of the county bar asso- 
ciation among the more interesting of which, was onc to 
abolish the felony charge that goes with “conspiring to com- 
mit a misdemeanor.” 

How “conspiring to commit a eNvOr 
achieved felony status escapes us, but on the surface, it 
would appear pretty stupid. 

* For instance, a single individual steals a banana off 
of a fruit stand; he’s guilty of petty theft. But if, at the 
behest of a buddy, he steals two bananas and shares the 
Igot, both individuals might well be judged guilty of “con- 
spiring,” and therefore carn eligibility to do some time in 
the state penitentiary. 

We can endorse the proposition that two or more per- 
sons guilty of conspiring to commit a felony are, indeed, 
conspiring in a felonious matter as well as committing a 
crime. But why petty thieves, and other run-of-the-mill 
minor miscreants should earn felony status by such easy 
means, escapes us. :

Assessing Policy Is Reviewed

Try and try again, but county 
officials can’t seem to get the 
message across about the asses- 
sing program here as it com- 
pares to the state average. Fre- 
quently we read a “letter to the 
editor” belittling the one-cent 
tax reduction voted last week 
by the board of supervisors 
pointing to the increasing as- 
sessments on properties. 

Everyone in San Mateo 
county has had his property 
assessments increased in re- 
cent years, to be sure, but 
they haven’t risen to the 
state’s satisfaction. 


The latest figures of the 
State Board of Equalization 
show that San Mateo county is 
using a ratio of 21.3 per cent of 
present market values as com- 
pared to the state average of 
23.8 per cent. 

How does this low assessing 
program affect our residents? 
Instead of “saving” on our pro- 
perty taxes in 1962-63 we will 
be assessed a countywide 11.2- 


cent special tax to make up the 
assessing deficiencies. 

The loss to school districts, 
so the state says, will come to 
more than a million dollars in 
state contributions and local 
citizens must make that up. 

The state board this week 
ordered two counties, Mari- 
posa and Tehama, to increase 
their assessment ratio to 
bring them to the state aver- 
age. 

We can expect the same 
thing in San Mateo county 
soon unless steps are taken 
here to correct the situation. 
County Assessor Ralph Wood- 
man questions the board of 
equalization rating. 


He says assessments have in- 
creased more than the .3 per 
cent the state shows and he 
wants an explanation. 

The spot assessing sampling 
by the state board is too much 
of a secret, in our opinion. A 
team comes into the county ev- 
ery three years and goes over 


the county rolls, then makes 
its own assessment in areas in 
all parts of the county. Where 
they go no one ever knows. 

These records should be a 
matter of public concern, but 
try to get hold of them. 

Even our county assessor 
doesn’t know which lands or 
improvements are used by the 
state men. 

When it comes to a special 
11-cent tax for every proper- 
ty owner it is time they 
know all the facts. Let’s hope 
Mr. Woodman will get some- 
where in his questioning, but 
we doubt it. 


The state figures also show 
the counties failing to meet the 
state average. Mariposa and Te- 
hama, ordered to increase, as- 
sess at 18.8 and 18.7 per cent— 
lowest in the state. Santa Clara 
and San Francisco counties are 
the only bright spots in the 
Bay area. Alameda rates 21.7, 
Contra Costa 23.1, Marin 22.3 
and Napa 21.6. We are now the 
lowest on the totem pole, but 
assessments must be increased 


if we are to get our full state 
school apportionments and 
save the special 11-cent tax. 

A move is growing in the 
state association of supervisors 
and city governments to get an 
additional 142-cent tax added 
to gasoline costs to finance 
road building needs outside of 
the state program. 


With these two powerful 
groups pushing, you can bet 
some type of new gas tax will 
be added by the legislature 
next year. 

What will this do to this 
county’s multi-million dollar 
ballot issue planned for next 
April? No amount has been 
set to meet the road deficien- 
cies but it is probable that 
the figure will go close to 
$35 million. 


Urban problems are becom- 
ing more and more complicat- 
ed and highway needs are not 
the least of them by any means. 
Few if any counties can keep 
up with the growing number 
of cars, and the situation will 
get worse. 


Gasoline users, we feel, 
should pay the bill, painful as 
it is. The county road building 
program may have to supple- 
ment any new gasoline tax. 

County Engineer Don S. Wil- 
son and traffic consultants can 
see major laterals in cities and 
unincorporated territory that 
must be rebuilt that would 
probably total $50 million. We 
have been standing still too 
long, despite the improvements 
in some limited areas and the 
program of the state for major 
arterials. 

Incidentally, the proposed 
bond issue slated for the April 
election for additions to the 
county’s health center in San 
Mateo will not go on the ballot 
at that time. 


County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings says that changes in plans. 
demanded by the state make it 
impossible to have cost fig- 
ures ready in time for the regu- 
_lar school election. It may not 
come now until the June pri- 


mary in 1964.

‘Time Clock’

The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 50 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 
September 16, 1932: 


Menlo Park’s city fathers met 
in regular session last Tues- 
day evening and transacted the 
business of the city. Anderson 
was the only member of the 
board absent. 

Councilman Crane suggested 
the purchase of a time clock 
to be punched by the police oi- 
ficer on duty at night, and ad- 
so the installation of six sta- 
tions, one in each precinct, 
where the clock could be 
punched. The cost of the clock 
would be $55 and each station 
$4. 

Councilman Hart vigorously 
voted his disapproval of this 
action, which it seemed in his 
opinion was a slur on the en- 
tegrity of the police force. 
Crane stated, it is reported, 
that he as police commissioner 
desired to know what the offi- 
cers were doing, and whether 
or not they were making their 
rounds at the specified times. 
The matter of the installation 
of such a system was laid over 
until the next meeting. 

A request for a permit to re- 
pair a building for the use of 
the city’s ‘Jobless unit” was 
granted and the usual fee for 
such a permit was not charged 
on motion of Councilman E. H. 
Hart. 

An application for a permit 
to operate a cigar store at the 
corner of Oak Grove and the 
Highway was denied.

A Language 


“His neighbors know the 
zoning laws. His house was 
constructed with, maybe, a one- 
car or two-car garage. 

“The boat and the camper 
go in the garage and the 
family’s two cars may fit in 
the driveway, but the high- 
school age son leaves his hot 
rod in the street a lot more 
than the neighbors think is 
proper so they phone city 
hall and complain that their 
zoning isn’t being protected. 
“We may be able to do some- 

thing about the car parked in 
the street but parts of other 
vehicles, radio antennas, and 
other things—all made pos- 
sible because of the growing 
affluence of our society—may 
be seen where they weren’t be- 
fore. 

“This sometimes disturbs 
the neighbors who complain 
that the neighborhood isn’t be- 
ing maintained. Its character 
is changing in spite of the 
guarantees of zoning, they say, 
and sometimes they get pretty 
nasty about it.” 

Trafficways breed another 
category of complaint. As 
traffic congestion grows peo- 
ple demand more stop lights, 
speed limit signs and, of 
course, that wider street be 
placed in somebody else’s 
front yard, while mainten- 
ance money be spent on the 
street of the complaining 


residents. 

City councilmen have been 
accused of various forms of 
collusion, crookedness and fa- 
voritism in allocating gas tax 
improvement money to certain 
parts of town. And they’ve also 
been accused of “deliberately 
wrecking the neighborhood” 
by chartering a street widen- 
ing through it. 

Regarding youngsters, a va- 
riety of accusations fall on the 
heads of the police. 

Menlo Park police officers 
who deal with the problems of 
juveniles are regularly told 
that some young _— suspect 
couldn’t have done what the 
police say he did, and further- 
more, says the parent, he’s go- 
ing to have the police officer’s 
head in exchange for the “per- 
secution” of his blameless off- 
spring. 

This writer, a few years ago, 
was standing around in the 
recreation department office 
when a doting mother came in 
and asked that her child be 
given a certificate stating he’d 
completed a beginners’ swim- 
ming course when, in the judg- 
ment of his coach, he had not 
in fact learned to swim.

The Universala Esperanto- 
Asocio (World Esperanto As- 
sociation) has added two local 
delegates to their membership. 
Chester and Zoie Swienton of 
2524 Illinois St., Fast Palo Alto, 
joined the roster about two 
years ago. 

There are 35 to 40 groups 
from San Francisco to Santa 
Cruz. The Swientons have been 
attending the club in Burlin- 
game and meetings in Palo 
Alto. 

“If the average person ap- 
plies himself diligently, he 
can learn to write, read, and 
correspond in Esperanto 
within three months,” said 
Chet. 

It was a little easier for Chet 
to learn the language because 
he speaks fluent Polish and 
Czecho-Slovakian, and under- 
stands Russian. 

He added, ‘Conversational 
Esperanto takes a lot longer. 
Group meetings are held for 
conversational purpose and one 
can become a proficient Esper- 
antist within a year’s time.” 

Chet and Zoie are acquaint- 
ed with Mrs. Ella Gibson of 
the Palo Alto club. Along 
with Mrs. Gibson, Chet has 
made tape recordings for stu- 
dy and classroom use. 
Esperanto has become an of- 
fered course in some schools 
at the fourth, fifth and sixth 
grade levels. There are six 
schools on the Peninsula which 
offer classes in the language, 
plus a night school class at 
Sequoia High School. 

The various functions of the 
language group were pointed 
out by Chet and Zoie. They are 
direction of class activities on 
the Peninsula; development of 
instructors from the member- 
ship and _ contacting civic 
groups to promote Esperanto’s 
ideology.

A friend of the Swientons 
traveled in Europe recently 
and, by using her knowledge of 
the language, made many for- 
eign friends.

A neat and refin | 
ed evergreen shrub, it ake 
some five or six feet high and! 
qften as wide or wider, produc | 
ing clean, glossy, dark green! 
leaves of holly-like appearance. | 

In spring, the Darwin bar | 
betry has striking clusters o!| 
golden-orange flowers and in| 
milder climates it continues to 
Scatter these throughout the] 
year. The flowers are followed! 
by blue-black berries. In fall 
when night starts to turn cool 
the foliage takes on a bronze! 
cast which carries over with: 
cold weather in winter. 

Being evergreen, this barber 
Ty makes an attractive, infor 
mnal. hedge plant. It does equal 
ly. well at the seashore or in} 
the foothills, seems indifferent | 
to soils and asks only water fo: | 
its best performance. | 
It is among the most decidu-| 
our barberries that we find the! 
pleasing combination of color 
ed foliage and colored berries! 
in fall. The Wilson barberrs | 
and the Japanese barberry are} 
especially attractive in Califor-| 
nia, the latter having variations| 
in leaf color and size which| 
make it doubly interesting. 


Both Wilson barberry andj} 
Japanese barberry are rather! 
low, shrubby specimens for the| 
border where the fall colo: | 
will stand out. Their foliage! 
is green from spring until au | 
tumn at which time it colors! 
up vividly before dropping the 
leaves to unveil the masses of | 
coral berries among the bran | 
ches. | 


Japanese barberry has two} 
variations which the gardener| 
should get to know. One is thc] 
Red Leaf barberry, which has} 
bronze-red foliage in summer| 
that turns to beautiful amber! 
Shades as nights cool off. The! 
other is the Crimson Pygmy 
variety -- a nent counterpart) 
of the red leaf Japanese bar-| 
berry. Both of these need sun. | 
ny spots to mantain the rich| 
bronze tones of their foliage in 
summer. When the leaves drop 
in fall, the coral or red berries} 
of these deciduous barberries| 
linger on and on along the; 
bare branches. |

Another barberry deserves! 
mention, also, not because it! 
‘has vividly colored fall foliage, | 
which. it doesn’t, nor bec cause | 
of berries. which it lacks. But| 
the Mentor barberry makes an 
excellent informal evergreen 
hedge of deep green foliage! 
and unfailing neatness in the} 
face of heat and drought that} 
would discourage most shrubs.
